Delegates assembled at Medicine Hat on Oct. 5 and 6 for 
the 46th annual convention of the Union of Alberta Munici- 


palities. 


Throughout the convention 
there was a drive on the part of 
delegates to obtain a greater 
share of the large provincial in- 
come to relieve municipal financ- 
ing problems. Minister of Munici- 
pal Affairs, the Hon. C. E. Ger- 
hart stressed to the meeting the 
government’s policy of using oil 
revenue only for capital expendi- 
tures, though he did state “it is 
not the policy of our government 


to allow any municipality to 
wallow in distress, if distress 
there is.’ 


The steadily rising cost of edu- 
cation to municipalities was a 
matter of grave concern to coun- 
cillors, and after a good deal of 
discussion a resolution was passed 
requesting the government to as-

sume a much larger proportion of 
the basic costs of education— 
meaning those costs required of 
local school boards by reason of

with respect to the payment of 


federal health grants so that con- 
tinuing expenses are recognized 
as a proper charge upon the 
grant. 

The County Act passed at the 
last session of the legislature 
was the subject of a discussion 
led by Mayor H. Lynch-Staunton 
of Didsbury. Mr. Lynch-Staunton 
was of the opinion that this Act 
would contribute to a stronger 
local government because the 
county councill would have com- 
plete and real responsibility, both 
financial and administrative and 
would be in a position to deter- 
mine first the ability of the tax- 
payer to pay and thus avoid the 
danger that at present exsists of 
forcing taxes up to the point 
where they cannot be met. 

He did, however, offer some 
criticism, especially in regard to 
the appointment of additional 
members to hospital, educational 
and health committees by the 
committees themselves, which he 
felt to be undemoératic. He sug- 
gested that the members of the 
three main committees might bet- 
ter be elected by the electors as 
members of those committees, On 
this point he stated: “The elector- 

yate have the right to say who 
shall operate their business for 
them.

Restrictions End 
On U.S. Dollars 


Canadian residents will, in fu- 
ture, be able to obtain permits 
to spend any reasonable amounts 
of U.S. dollars for all types of 
bona fide travel expenditures in 
the United States, it was an- 
nounced this week by the Min- 
ister of Finance. The limitation 
on pleasure travel expenditures 
to $150 in a’ 12-month period, 
which has been the rule since 
November,. 1947, will no longer 
apply. 

A Form H travel permit must 
still be obtained and surrender- 
ed to Customs at the time of 
leaving Canada if a travellor is 
taking out of Canada more than 
$50 in U.S. funds or more than 
a total of $100 in both U.S. and 
Canadian funds. Banks and other 
agents of the Foreign Exchange 
Control Board will, however, be 
authorized to approve Form H 
permits for amounts up to $500 
per trip for business travel and 
up to a total of $500 during the 
calendar year for travel for other 
purposes. 

Applications for larger 
amounts may be referred to the 
Board and will normally be ap- 
proved for genuine travel expen- 
ditures in any reasonable 
amounts, having regard to the 
duration of the proposed jour- 
ney..
